THE APPLICATION OF ENGLISH

TO TRE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 

Sre,—In an article in the Law Quarterly Re. 
view for January, Mr. Justico Lawranos, of the 
Supreme Conrt of Ceylon, after somo very in- 
teresting remarks having reference to the ques- 
tions of interpretation and perjury in the Ceylon 
Coarts, concludes by saying :— . 

“Tho task of dovising institutions which will 
work-officiently in an Eastern dependenoy is so 
difficult that one‘can hardly ba.surprised if those 
on whom the responsibility rests sre somtimes 
tempted t9 ont the knot by borrowing from Eng- 
land; and there is a speciously tempting show of 
taagnanimity about that way of potting rid: of 
the diffoulty, A-fow phraws about. equality, 
ard the dnty of sharing with sur native 
fellow-subjeots the glorious institutions of 
free Bogland, and you get rid of the diffoult, 
task, at the exponso of saddling the country with 
somo institution officient in the place ofits birth, 
but incapable of offleioncy. in the new soil. We 
are bound in justice to treat cur native fellow- 
subjects aa our equals. But equality isone 
thing, similarity is another, [tis no kindness to 
thom to legislate for them as though that which 
ouita our home must neoossarily exit theirs.”
